“Shall republicans stand by McKin¬ 
ley?" asks an expansionist paru organ. 
They probably ought to a* a gen¬ 
eral party proposition; hut the 
best republicans, as well as the 
best democrats, have preferred to 
consider the Philippine question 
from a broader standpoint. Par¬ 
ties are essential In government, but 
they do not necessarily enter into every 
phase of public affairs. There are or¬ 
gana which are blindly insisting on 
the most extreme course with reference 
to 1 he new "acquisition" in the orient, 
merely been use they think it is the 
policy of tiie administration, and they 
do not feel at liberty to have thoughts 
of their own. President McKinley may- 
surprise them some day. In several 
important instances iu his public life 
he has not been so wedded to a senti¬ 
ment or a principle that he has not 
In en able to make a radical and Slidt'i 11 
sw itch. 

It is very well understood that thr 
administration occupies a radically i'if 
fireut position from tin- one it ' 
.timed when the peace commissioner' 
went to Paris. Senator Hoar knows 
personally Hint which he has failed to 
gain ufliclnl knowledge of. The resolu¬ 
tion which lie offered some time since, 
nnd which was adopted by the firinlc 
asking for certain information about 
the peace negotiations, was couched in 
the usual term*. it recognized the 
right commonly nccorded to the ex¬ 
ecutive department to decline com¬ 
municate any thing which it might look 
upon n» incompatible with the public 
Intrrr.-t. What Hoar evidently «le- 
sired to bring out was the fact that 
the pe.u-e commissioners on behalf of 
the litltrd States were originally au 
thorlred to demand only a coaling sta¬ 
tion on the island of Luzon. This and 
itntliiug more, i he executive depart¬ 
ment has taken doubtful advantage of 
it S prcioirativc to refuse thi* informa¬ 
tion, Its assumption that publication 
of the natter would l«- Incompatible 
with th. public interest is farfetched 
It simply doe* not want to be exposed 
ill its swift changes. 

The pulley- of requiring only n coaling 
station rapidly grew into u treaty 
which contemplated the permanent ac¬ 
quisition of the whole Philippine arch¬ 
ipelago. anil the coil! ‘boulder to the 
lib* rly -seeking Filipinos.

The trusts never sleep. AH day and 
all night th* machinery of the com¬ 
bines grind on and get its grist out of 
the people. 

No day pataca that plana are not laid 
to corner some product, to slaughter 
competition, to cut down the wages of 
workingmen and to make the rich rich¬ 
er through the unpaid wogei of the 
masses. 

Among the recent additions to the 
list of combines may be mentioned the 
granite ware trust, with a capital stock 
of IIO.OOO.UDU seven percent, preferred 
stock and t3O.0OU.OUO common stock, 
purchasers of preferred stock to have 
a Ikji-,us of 50 percent, of the common 
stock. The trust is to masquerade us 
the National Enameling ami Stamping 
company. In order to evade the laws 
against trusts, and the charter I*, like 
those of mo*t of the ot her "companies" 
that are trusts in disguise, to be ol»- 
tuined under tiie luwv of New Jersey. 

A movement lias been inaugurated 
for a combination or consolidation of 
'jilt rests of ail tiie makers of straw- 
board nnd paper boxes. 

\ Hint glass trust is tobe built around 
th.- American Flint Pottle Munufacur- 
ers* association, recently incorporated 
with u capital of $100,000. The com¬ 
panies interested iu the construction 
if the trust represent nearly nine- 
tenths of the 1 at ire product of the 
country.

In thr lu-at of the duy his fa¬ 
vorite retreat is the shadow of orange 
or mulberry trees ou the bunks of those 
livers which Nniimun preferred to "ail 
Hie waters of Israel." The rippling

>f conversation. When the dark blue 

• hallows have crept down the inoup- 
talus the Dumnacetie seeks the crowd 
rd street or square and bis long robes 
mi! turban are added to the bright 
lines that extend in front of theeufes. 
There he ails for hours without open¬ 
ing his lips, except to draw In the thin, 
acrid smoke of the hubble-bubble. 
Thus Hie sober citizen takes bis pleas¬ 
ure. 

If be la “a young man nliout town" 
lie may plunge recklessly Into the ex- 
citeinrnts of the cafe chantant, nnd. 
still x\ it Ii coffee und uurglieb la-fore 
him. listen to adaptations of western 
wuig* aud "sketches" sung mu! played 
by (necks and Dulmutluu*. Women 
limy not share tlirse public amuse- 
n • nt*. mol not even a progressive 
coiiiiiy councillor could find fault with 
the performance. It is blamelessly 
dull, und ns rcs|wctnhlr and almost ns 
at lipid ns a suburban drawing-room 
party. The only difference Is that all 
the Indies smoke openly and that 
the dancing girls would shrink from 
the skirt dance. Like the Jnpnuraa 
geishns nnd the Indian iiniitcli dancers, 
they seldom move their feet from the 
floor. 

Not even In Damascus, where nature 
ha* laughed and been radiant for cen¬ 
turies of centuries, the oriental la a dull 
person whose features rarely relax 
from tlielr Intent look of dignified con- 
temptation. There Is only one place 
in which he appears a natural man, 
und that is the bazar. There. In these 
long pM*Mngcs with vaulted roof, life 
palpitates hot blooded. Sleek Syrian, 
hungry Turk, apple-cheeked Druse 
and stately Hedouln nre men a ml wom¬ 
en when they come to barter. The ba¬ 
zar's of Damascus are famous In the 
rust. Tlielr Importance lias become 
less since the opening of traffic In the 
Iteil sea and thr i'eralan gulf, yet their 
picturesque interest Is still great. They 
form a labyrinth of courts and arcades, 
open to the sky or under 'ofiy-vaultad 
roof arcades long, straight uml broad, 
with modern shops; ar-sdes narrow, 
winding nnd ancient, will* dark re¬ 
cesses where figures in turbans and 
long robes squat among the mrrehan- 
dise thumbing the koran or reciting 
prayers. 

As in western Europe, when trade* 
were guilds, enrh set of merchants had 
its own quarter, though the tendency 
Is to remove these landmarks. Ther* 
is. for example, the silk haxar, where, 
unless you haggle over para*, you arw 
likely to pay dear for embroideries and 
delicate tissues of Dnmnscus and Alep¬ 
po. The goklsmllh'a bazar Is dlssp- 
polntlng. It in a gloomy court with* 
beggarly array of colna and "antiques" 
In locked cases. The sound of the 
hammer lead* one to the coppersmith's, 
who make those enormous (rays with 
which the pruHunis nnd Itedouio meas¬ 
ure their neighbor's hospitality. Nar¬ 
row strip* of Persian carpet, "Damas¬ 
cus" blades forged at Hollngen. crim¬ 
son leather slippers embroidered with 
silver thread, gaudy saddles sad 
bridle*, catch the *y# aa one rant era 
through arcade after arcade.—Loo4o%

During the pending of tha Rland bill 
to reatore tbe coinage of silver tbeie 
was much discussion aa to the obliga¬ 
tion of the government to pay its bonds 
In gold or in coin. To settle this ques¬ 
tion lion. Stanley .Matthews, then sen¬ 
ator from Ohio, afterwards associate 
justice of the supreme court, intro¬ 
duced in the senate, on the 0th of De¬ 
cember. 1877, tbe following concurrent 
resolution: 

••Whereas, lty the Bet entitled ‘An 
act to strengthen the public credit,’ 
approved March 18, 1869, It was pro¬ 
vided and clcclured that the fuith of the 
United States was thereby solemnly 
pledged to tbe payment iu coin or its 
equivalent of all the interest-bearing 
obligations of the United Slates except 
In cases where the Inw authorizing the 
issue of such obligations bad expressly 
provided 'but tbe tame might lie paid 
in law ful money or other currency than 
gold mid silver; and 
••Whereas. All bond* of the United 
States authorized to be Issued by the 
act entitled ‘An uct to authorize there- 
funding of the nationnl debt,'approved 
July It. 1870, by the terms of said act 
were declared to be redeemable iu coin 
of the then present standard value, 
bearing Interest payable semiannually 
In such coin; and 

“Whereas. All bonds of the United 
States authorized to be Issued under 
the act entitled 'An act to provide for 
the resumption of specie payments,' 
approved January 14. 1575. are required 
to be of the description of bonds of the 
United States described in the said uct 
of congress approved July 14, 1870. en¬ 
titled 'An net to authorize the refund¬ 
ing of the national debt;' and 
“Wherens. At the elute of the passage 
of said act of congress lust aforesaid, 
to wit, the 14th day of July. 1870. the 
coin of the United States of standard 
value of that date included silver dol¬ 
lars of the weight of 413', grains each, 
declared by the net approved January 
IS. 1S37, entitled 'An act supplementary 
to the act entitled "An uct establishing 
a mint and regulating the coins of the 
Unite*! States," ' to be a legal tender 
of pay nient according to their nominal 
value for any sums whatever; there- 
fore 

"Be it resolved by the senate (the 
house of representatives concurring 
therein). That all the bonds of the 
United States issued or authorized to be 
fanned under the said act* of congress 
hereinbefore recited urr payable, prin¬ 
cipal and interest, at the option of the 
government of the United States in sil- 
ver dollar* of the coinage of the United 
States, containing 4I3 1 , grains each of 
ttandard silver; anil tbut to restore to 
itv coinage Mich silver coins as a legal 
tender in payment of said bonds, prin¬ 
cipal and interest, is not in violation of 
tie public faith nor in derogation of the 
tights of the public creditor." 

This resolution was culled up for emi- 
lidrrntinn in the senate December in. 
li«7. In calling up the resolution. Sen 
dor Matthews read the following reso- 
fallioit pu*M'd by the general assembly

Tho Question of tbe Disposition of 
the I’urln Itlenn Currency a 
UIIHcnlt One.

"The disposition to be made of the 
Porto Rican currency it nuturully one 
of great importance. Now that the 
Island is under American control. It be¬ 
come* necessary to substitute American 
currency for the Spanish aa quickly as 
possible, but it ia realized that tbe 
problem is an entirely new one, and 
considerable tact will have to be exer¬ 
cised iu its successful solution. Ac¬ 
cording to tbe figures in the possession 
of the treasury department the cur¬ 
rency of Porto Rico, exclusive of the 
fractional coin which may be in cir¬ 
culation. amounts to 5,500,000 pesos. 
These pesos contain almost as much 
silver as the American stnndnrd dollar 
—347 grains against 371—about 46 
cents. As a matter of fact, they have 
a commercial value considerably high¬ 
er. owing to the comparatively small 
number that arc in circulation, and as 
they are accepted by tbe American 
customs officers ut 50 cents, it is cheap¬ 
er for the Porto Rican merchants to 
pay the customs duties in American 
coin, reserving the pesos for local cir¬ 
culation. Unless sonic new arrange¬ 
ment is made the pesos will remain out¬ 
standing. and this is the contingency 
that the .treasury officials desire u 
avoid."—Washington Post. 

The reader will note the statement 
that the Porto Rico peso is worth con¬ 
siderably more than the commercial 
value of the bullion because of the small 
number in circulation. This shows the 
difference between silver that cannot 
be coined and that which is coined. It 
a Iso shows thnt the value of money de¬ 
pends not upon thr material of which it 
ia made, but upon its quality.
